history of the; world, ;it a time, too, 
when even; Frederick: the: Great and the 
famous soldiers, of the French revokt- 
tkm were on, the field of action. .Ho 
mourned to hear that the great Wash- 
ington had turned to day, and sixty 
years and six more wept with genera- 
tions a century aad a half younger over 
th« assassination of Lincoln. One of 
the victors of Fort Du Quesne, he lived 
to see Canada -and the Northwest lost 
to Hie (banner of the fleur de lis. . He 
lived, on to see the /birth, the growth 
and th'e trinraph of the, American Re- 
public, oi which h'e was a good citis^n' 
for ninety years. He was almost sixly 
years old when the revolution closed; 
and yet he outlived every man who 
served ,in that struggle for liberty. 
Joseph Crele was: married tin; New Or- 
leans in 1755, and be was quite aotivti 
when General Jackson thrashed Pack' 
enham in 1816, and still living when 
Farragut and Butler captured that meV 
tropoHs of the Southern Confederacy 
in 1862;

About 1760 Crele settled at the trad-. 


bag post of Prairie da Chien, Wis., and 
be lived near there for' more than one 
hundred years. His first employment 
there, while the country was still in 
the French possession,, was as a letteij 
carrier between Prairie du Chien and 
Green Bay. But getting alosg in yearq 
he afterward settled down on a farm. 
He lived many, of! his later years with 
his only surviving daughter. He was 
slaty-nine years old when she was born, 
and she lived to a good round age, hut 
her old father survived her. 


Notwithstanding bis vast age the old 


man : continued hale and hearty, with 
health 'such as would eonteut mea oi 
dalf his years. He ,freqv;en»ly walked 
long distances, and was in the habit ol 
daily chopping wbod for family use. 
U is .recited that he was melancholy in 
sis lasf years,, and said that death, had 
forgotten him. He was very religious 
through his lifej and would nearly 
always add to this sad conclusion thq 
Might i words: ''But God has not!" 
Se died January 27, 186C, at the house 
of his 
j g^andidaughter, Mrs. Brisbois, 


at Caledpnia, Wis., aged 6ne hundred 
and ''forty-one years, and recognized ,aa 
the veritable "oldest man in the New 
World."

lockjaw Resulting from Injnrlei Received 


an the Square, July 5th.

We, are called upon to-day to chronicle 


the death of little Bert Hameher, second 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Samuel Hamsher, 
who passed away this morning at 1:15 
o'clock at the family residence on Eoat 
Edmond street. He was one of I be worst 
hurt boys by the unfortunate explosion 
of fireworks in the old square on the 
evening of July 5th, when a rocket struck 
him ia the right arm at the elbow, joint, 
shattering it in two plhOas. The hid bore 
the injury biavely, bat unfortunately the 
arm could not be given proper surgical 
attention until Sunday evening, owing to 
i«H swollen condition. To ail appearances 
Bert was doing fairly well nulil Sunday 
morning at four o'clock, wheu he sudden- 
ly cried out, ''Mamma, I m choking," and 
from that moinont hesulfared tarnbly up 
to the time of bis death. The powder 
had produobd paralysis of the nerves, 
and tbe choking sensation, of whifb the 
puor boy complained, wua the first symp- 
tom of lockjaw. Urs K<ng aad Harsha 
were hastily summoned and everything 
possible was done to give him relief but 
without avail. Along ia tha evening 
Bert was put under the influence of chlo- 
roform, nnd the arm was net. The injury 
was found to be of suoh a serious char- 
acter that had the boy lived the arm 
would have been stiff ut the joint, and 
possibly amputation would have been 
necessary. Bert was conscious to the 
last moment and recognized his parents 
aud blotters ns they stood about the 
death-bed, their hearts nearly breaking 
with grief.

The Sunday Morning Tire. 


At 2:30 o'clock Sunday morning the 


flre bell clanged the alarm of fire. It 
was located at the rear of Bnebeamen & 
Bra'* grocery store in the Millikin bank 
block, and the firemen quickly had it un- 
der control and out by using the handy 
Chemical engine apparatus. The fire was 
discovered by Will Qilkeaon, who, with 
other young men, occupies a room on the 
third fl x>r directly over tho bank build- 
ing. The stifling smoke awakened him. 
Opening the door he found the hall filled 
with smoke and he gave the alarm, which 
averted a catastrophe in the heart ot the 
oity. The firemen got into the store by 
breaking through the plate glass doors 
at the Water and Main street entrances. 
The fire had started among some corn 
meal at the end of the south counter, 
near the office desk, and had slowly 
burned through the first floor and drop- 
ped into the cellar. The proprietors be- 
lieve the fire was started from a lighted 
oigar stamp left in or near the meal. 
They left the store shortly before 10 
o'clock. There was then nr smell of 
smoke about the place. The damage to 
the building and stock is less than $1,000, 
and is fully covered by insurance. 


H. W. Waggoner, agent for Sun Fire 


Go., of London, has $1,000 insurance on 
stock; George Handy, agent tor the Lan- 
cashire Co, 81,300 on stock and $200 on 
fixtures; A. Hnuok, agent, 81,000 on stock 
m Farmers' Go., of York, Fa., $800 on 
stock and 8200 on fixtures in Milwaukee 
Mechanics Go ; also 82000 in Fireman's 
Fund Go., ot San Francisco, on building. 


The firemen worked industriously and 


effectively. The handy Chemical more 
than paid for itself at the fire, demon- 
strating that in such oases it has no equal 
for quick work. During the fire the 
chemical team became frightened by the 
breaking of plate glass and ran away, 
going toward the hose house and turning 
round on Wood street, where they were 
caught and brought back to the fire.

Frank Paine, 
who occupies a room directly over the 
bank, was unable to go down the stair- 
way because of the smoke, so he got out 
his individual fire-escape, a knotted rope, 
and escaped through the cut-off window, 
reaching the sidewalk in safety. Quite a 
number ot citizens who had heard by tel- 
ephone ot tha location of tbe fire, hurried 
to tbe scene, and were greatly relieved 
when they heard the da age r was over,

A FAMILY BOMB-SHELL. 


It Exploded and Destroyed a Cap- 


tain's Reputation. 


I have been recently reminded of an 


episode of tbe siege ol Paris, which, I 
flatter myself, reflects no small credit 
on me 
But be not alarmed. 
I shall 


not lead you among the shot and shell 
of the ramparts, nor the dangers of the 
outposts. The incident I speak of took 
place in a qniet street,in the house of my 
old friend Durand, a wealthy manufac- 
turer of chemicals, the husband of an 
estimable lady, the father ot a charm- 
ing girl, a good patriot, and though 
perhaps a little hot-headed iii his poli- 
tics, on the whole one of the best 
men in the world. 


Although surprised by the invest- 


ment ol Paris, Mme. Durand, always a 
provident woman, had looked to the 
condition ot her larder, and she had 
laid in such a stock of provisions that, 
had the siege lasted three months 
longer than it did, the Durands would 
never have known hunger. Along sn 
October her wisdom became apparent, 
nnd I added.my blessings on her fore- 
thought to those of the family, for a 
cover was, always lajd for me at her 
table, and who, during those times oi 
privation would not be enraptured at 
sight of a golden omelette, or some 
genuine gruyere? 


I was not the only guest at this hos- 


pitable table, for my next neighboi at 
tbe table was Victor Lament, the head 
cleik of the chemical works. He was 
an excellent young fellow, dark and 
slender, somewhat ictiring, and appar- 
ently very much in love with his eru- 
ployei's daughter, Gei trade, 
who 


seemed not insensible to his attentions 
Though not a word had been spoken on 
the subject, the union of the young 
couple was tactly accepted by all 


Unfortunately, the war prevented its 


accomplishment. Victor was a cor- 
poral m tho Paris militia, and per- 
formed hia duties with the same con- 
scientious care he exercised in all 
things; but he was not enthusiastic in 
auy thing except in bewaihng this 
eternal siege which had come between 
him and his happiness. And his criti- 
cisms on the conductor of the opera- 
tions were—perhaps excusably—some- 
what bitter. 


These criticisms never failed to ex- 


cite Durand, who wtis a devoted ad- 
mirer of General Trochu. And still 
another thing served to estrange them: 
Le Temps was then publishing a series 
of articles in which the author remod- 
eled the military operations which had 
taken place in the provinces. He in- 
dulged in wild flights of imagination, 
but Durand took them seriously and 
predicted brilliant victories in the near 
iuture. The doubting Victor would 
venture a timid objection. Then Du- 
rand would become excited and angry, 
and would not be appeased until the 
dark granted that each separate battle 
was a victory 


The presence of a new guest tended 


to complicate matters still more. I 
was surprised one evening to find my 
place at Mme. Durand's right hand oc- 
cupied by a stranger—a swaahbnek- 
ling individual with a bull-neck and a 
very red tace. He wore captain's ep- 
aulettes, his uniform looked as if he 
might have found it m the property- 
room of some theater, his enormous 
boots were mid-leg high, and alto- 
gether it was easy to see that he posed 
as a hero. 


"M. Morin," said Durand, in intro- 


ducing us, "Capta.n of the Mont- 
rnartrt) Zonaves of Death "
